THE PEDESTRIANS

ofthe art, he ought to have given in some time 
back. At half past ten he 


got into the second place, coming 
up with Speidel, who has led him for some 
‘time. He looks dragged and weary, and walks 
like as ifit was an effort, not with the light, 
springy walk with which he startedin. Miller 
seems to have German bloodin his veins, and 
the mutch really is atrial of endurance be- 
tween several nationalities. 

Speidel, the long-legged wonder, 
who has astonished everybody

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The Mercury Falls Twelve Degrees 
in Twenty-Four Hours. 
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St. Louis Enjoys the Luxury ofa 
Cool Temperature. 
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The Weather Delightful In-Doors 
and Out-Doors, 


Last night for the first time in many months 
the people of St. Louis were able toenjoya 
comiortable sleep. The cold wave yesterday 
became a reality. At noon yesterday Wash.- 
ington time, or at 11:07 St. Louis time, the 
temperature was 82 degrees, and at the same 
hour to-day only 70 degrees, a fall of 12 de- 
grees in twenty-four hours. The polar 
wave, which received such a cordial 
welcome from thesufferers who had stood the 
toil in the burning heat, reached St. Louis yes- 
terday afternoon. It came from the northwest 
and the probability is that the delighttul tem- 
perature of to-day will continue for the next 
day ortwo. The north wind began blowing 
shortly efter noon yesterday and at 2 o’clock 
had attained the maximum velocity of 55. This 
stiff breeze of course greatly cooled the 
atmosphere, andthis morning people awuke 
and tound the mercury at only 62 degrees.

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The polar wave has not yet spread tothe 
South. Fever-stricken Meimphis is still enjoy- 
ing a temperature of seventy-five, while in 
New Orleans the thermometer marks eighty 
degrees.

time. The change in the temperature was 
easily observed on the streets. The clerks inthe 
stores showed their appreciation by donning 
their coats.

The Situation. 

[From the Appeal. | 
The only encouragement we find in the re- 
ports from the Board of Health for the past 
forty-eight hours isin the fact that they are 
no worse. The increased number of new cases 


were unexpected, since we had begun to hope 
for the gradual decline of the disease indicat- 
ed in the last days of the past 
week. We find muc to console, 
however, in the low ercentage of 
deaths occurring, the undertebers reporting 
only tour interments on Sunday and Monday— 
two cach day. Wedo not venture any pre- 
dictions—yellow fever nas to be met and com- 
batted with more formidable weapons; but 
there is a shadow of hope that the disease has 
passed the crisis. Thereis some danger aris- 
ing from the rumored intention of 
a& number of refugees returning to 
the city, their decision being based upon 
the hitherto favorable aspects of the disease. 
Such action would be not only fatal to the ma- 
jority of these returning, but to the almost 
successful system of depopulation which alone 
has kept the plague confined to certain distiiets 
oftnecity. We hope that better counsels will 
prevail, and that those now safely out of dan- 
ger’s way maytryto content themselves till 
they are notified officially by the Board of 
Health when tuey can return in satety. 


The Food Problem.

Another Day Fails to Establish the

The Testimony of Private Watchman Schmatz 
Exoneraies the Policemen. 


The fourth day of the inqui y into the death 
of Jackson Gardver has failed to solve the 
mystery, and several tedious days are expect- 
ed to elapse ere it w.'| be known who fired the 
fatal sbot.

PRIVATE WATCHMAN SCHMATZ, 
who was in company with Officers Fenlon and 
Burke at the time of the shooting. Mr.Schmaiz 
testified: lreside at Ne. 2103 North Sixteenth 
street, andam emploved asaprivate watch- 
man by night for J.Weii & Bro. and other firms 
on Fiith and Pine sireets. My beat extends 
along lifih street from Pine to Ohestnut 
stieet, ond to the first alley 
situate between Fourth and Fifth streets in 
that territory. Onthe night of the 4th of Au- 
gust, ataiew minutes before 11 o’clock, I was 
standing on the southwest corner of Fifth and 
Pine streets. I heard a shot fired and saw the 
flash of a pistol. I thought it came 
from aé citizen on the west side ofl 
Pine street, somewhere in the neighborhood of 
the English Kitchen. IlIafterwards recognized 
bim as being Officer Hogan. I then noticeda 
negro running towards me. I was standing 
with Ofticers Fenlon and burke, and they 
started in pursuit of the flying man 
ar cries of ‘*Stop him.’’ Lurke 
was a few yards ahead of Fenlon 
and started towards Weil’s store, 
TRYING TO INTERCEPT THE NEGRO. 

Fenlon followed after him (Burke). I noticed 
Burke make an atiempt to strike the negro 
with his club, but failed and staggered up 
against the railing. Hisclubfellto the pave- 
ment. By that time the négzro Was around the 
corner running in an easterly direction 
down Pine street, At that time Burke got onto 
his feét 4nd he and Fenlon turned the corner in 

ursuit, Burke stiilin advance. By that time 

was at the middle of the street crossing, rnn- 
ning in a northeasterly direction, 
thinking to head off the negro. I ran 
the car track perhaps ten or 
fifteen teet from the corner of the street, beard 
the second shot fired. Whenthe second shot 
was fired Burke and Fenlon, I believe, were 
both together, on the south side of the street. 
One wasinthe gutter and the other on the 
pavement, near thecurbing. They were, per- 
haps, some forty-five feet from the 
Fifth street corner ot Weil’s store. Three or 
four citizens were between the fugitive negro 
and the officers at the time the second shot 
was fired. Thesecond shot seemed to come 
from the side entrance of Weil’s building. I 
did not see the flash ot the pistol bnt think 
would have done so had 
either Burke or Fenlon fired. 
When I saw Officer Hogan running on Eifth 
stieet he was 
RUNNING VERY SLOW, 
and when I ran down Pine Street he was about 
in front of Hauck’s clothing s:ore. I did not 
think he was an officer until after the negro 
was sbot and he helped get him in 
a carriage. If liogan had ar- 
rived ut the corner of Pine before 
the negro was shot he could not have fired, as 
the crowd wasinthe way. Ifeither Burke or 
Fenlion had had revolvers in their hands 
I would bave seenthem, and it either burke 
or kFenlon had done the shooting I would 
have seen the flash. At the time of the 
tiving of the second shot I was 
looking directly at Gardner. He had his leit 
side to the officers, and had builf paused, asit 
not knowing what di'ection to take. Iam 
positive that neither of the three officers fired 
the second and last shot. 

As it was 2:30 o’clock when the watchman 
concluded his testimony the inquest toox a re- 
cess ofone hour. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Harry Noxon, 
treasurer of the Theatre Comique, who was 
hard by at thetime of the death of Gardner, 
will take the stand. Watchman 
Schmatz’s testimony is the most 
importantof any brought out durin; the in- 
vestigation. If Gardner had partially halted, 
with hisleft side towards the officers at the 
time the shot was fired, it would bave been 
impossibie for them to bave shot hiuin the 
beck, andthe shot must have come irom the 
alley- way. 


The Inquest to Last Two Wceks Longer. 

From present appearances the inquest will 
not be concluded fora fortnight at the least. 
Kighteen or twenty additional witnessesjhave 
been subpoenaed to-day, and it is thought that 
not more than two or three atthe outside Will 
be examined per day. The investigation isa 
thorough one in every respect.

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THE GARDNER INQUEST. 
Without anticipating the verdict of the 
Coroner's jury we maysay that thus far the 
evidence in the Gardner case is exceedingly 


discreditable to the police force and has 
created an exceedingly disagreeable im- 


pression as to its discipline, morale and 
efficiency. In the first place it is not any 
credit to an officer after he has made an ar- 
rest to allow his prisoner to escape through 
so simple and clumsy a trick as that played 
by Gardner. A policeman who is called on 


to deal with hard cases should know that, 


as a general rule, the hard cases 
prefer not to be arrested and will 
escape if they can. If an _ officer 


allows himself to be surprised by a pris- 
oner whom he has in custody, he does not 
redeem himself by firing his pistol in the 
air instead of calling with his-whistle. 
Another circumstance which has not in- 
creased confidence in the efficiency of the 
force is the incongruous fact that a man 
was shot dead in sight of four officers, and 
they not only did not see who fired the 
shot, but made no effort to find out who 
had done it. Oneof them was engaged in 
rubbing his stomach, another was looking 
around for a carriage to give the corpse a 
ride, a third went down to the station 


to show that his pistol had _ not 
been discharged, while the fourth took 


Dogberry’s advice, and, suspecting that 
there was arogue somewhere about, went 
on his way, the whole duty of a policeman 
being, in case of murder, not to look for 
the murderer. 

Worse than the individual delinquency of 
the policemen implicated in the Pine street 
tragedy is the general demoralization of the 
force, extending from small things to great. 
Policemen who are ordered to arrest little 
boys for firing pistols on the Fourth of July 
relieve their feclings by firing off their own 
pistols, and then neglect to load them for 
thirty days afterwards. Private citizens 
are arrested in murder cases on mere pre- 


sumptien, and, when it is certain that 
they cannot all .be guilty, but when 


direct suspicion points to a policeman, he is 
allowed to go at large. The Police Com- 
missioners hold different opinions about 
the right to shoot, one of them thinking 
that the revolver should be used only in 
self-defense, another one thinking that it 
should be an ordinary incident of an arrest. 

All of these circumstances have produced 
a very disagreeable impression on the pub- 
lic mind and one which it will be very hard 
to remove.

THE NATIONAL BANKS. 

Every one preaches for his own parish, 
and it is not surprising to find the Comp- 
troller of the Currency defending the na- 
tional bank system, and anticipating the 
gradual retirement of the greenbacks. Let 
us frankly give the national banks credit 
for their good features. They have issued 
a currency which was stable in value, and 
they have paid rather more than their fair 
share of taxation. They have, as a general 
rule, been honestly managed, and they have 
been a vast improvement on the old system 
of State banks of issue. But they render- 
ed no service that could not be» rendered 
better and cheaper in other ways, and in- 
stead of the substitution of national bank 
notes for greenbacks it is only reasonable 
to anticipate that the day of national bank- 
ing is passed, and that the next change in 
the method of issuing paper money will be 
to restrict such issues exclusively to the 
only authority that can give them any value. 

The national banking currency has been 
steady and uniform in value solely because 
it has had the credit of the Government to 
sustain it. If itis the credit of the Gov- 
ernment, the general feeling of confidence 
in the solvency of the united body of the 
people, which gives this value to the notes, 
it is the general treasury which should have 
the credit for it. If the promise of the 
Government to pay interest on a thousand 
dollars of bonds is suflicient to keep at par 
nine hundred dollars of currency which 
bears no interest, then the Government, and 
not the national banks, is legitimately en- 
titled to the profit which can be made by 
such an issue. 

The difference of the national bankers is 
that they offer a market for the bonds—but 
we do not need to offer special privileges 
as an inducement to buy our bonds. The 
capital invested in national banking would 
not be lost, it would be merely transferred 
to other branches of business; the taxes 
would not be lost, for the Government 
would derive very nearly the same revenue

April on Plum Point. 
This being the case I advised Captain Wilson 
to returnto Natchez, as it would have been 
suicidal to have been caught with a large crew 
of men unacclimated to our rivers, when we 
could not getaway. Wedid so,jand a tele- 
gram from Washington further ordered us to 
New Orleans to await a rise or fever. The 
fever came and orders trom Washington to 
proceed to Kev West.

Increased Facilities for Handling Grain, and 
Prospective Growth of the Market. 


St. Louis received $14,325,431 bushels of 
wheat last year and 8,274,151 bushels the year 
before. This was a wonderful increase for 
1878, but what shall be said of .the increase 
for1879? The receipts for July were $3,000,- 
000 busiels, and the receipts for January 1 to 
August 1 were’ 8,068,472 bushels, or 
about 100,000 bushels a dav. The 
receipts tor Augnst are, so fur, very heavy, 
and, as yet, the immense crop has hardiy be- 
gunto move. The largest receipts of this year 
will probably comein during the months of 
October and November, when the prices of the 


year will probably be somewhat settled. From 
‘July 1, 1076, Ww Jey 2a, 1879, the 
regular wheat vear, the receipts 


were something over 15,000,000 bushels. The 
receipts for July, 1878, were 1,746,245 bush- 
els. *toit appearsthat the receipts for July, 
1879, are nearly twice as great. With these 
figures asa basis, is it too much to believe that 
there will be 20,000,000 bushels of wheat re- 
ceived here during the present year? This is 
pot an unreasonable expectation. The re- 
ceipts tor 1878 were 6,000,000 more than 
those of 1877, with only a medium crop. With au 
extraordinary crop, why should there not be 
an increase of 6,000,000 bushels this year? 

There are few more remarkable things in 
commercial history than the growth ot the 
grain trade in St. Louis. The tollowing table 
exhibits

creased from 1,171,000 bushels in 1875 to 
1,517,000 bushels in 1878. 

The most striking feature in the growth fof 
the grain trade in St. Louis is the 

INCREASE IN SHIPMENTS. 

It was once supnosed that the mills here made 
the St.Louis market, and at one time they did. 
The demanc was very beavy and is still heavi- 
ernow, but they wonld have to have twice 
their capacity to use all the wheat 
that comes here. As before stated, the re- 
ceipts of wheat for 1878 were 14,325,431 bDush- 
els; the shipments were 6,900,802 bushels. 
The difference between these amounts—7,424,- 
529 bushels—may be said to be the quantity 
used by the mills. Strange to say, thereis not 
a record of abushel of wheat shipped from 
St. Louis up to 1865. Commencing with that 
vear the shipments have been as follows:

No city can be a great market with nothing 
but aconsumptive demand. It was not till St. 
Louis began to supply other cities 
and otpner countries with grain that 
she came into prominence as a 
leading market. The millers look with 


a jealous eye upon the call board ot the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, but it is this that represents 
the shipping interests and the speculative ten- 
dency, without which St. Louis 

COULD NOT COMPETE IN PRICES 
with Chicago and other points. Heretofore St. 
Louis has been ata great disadvantage as a 
shipping point. Chicago has always had the 
lakes, and has long been well 
supplied with railroads. So strong a 
competition grew up between the railroads 
and the water lines that the lowest rates of 
freight could be obtained at all times, except 
during some of the winter months. St. Louis 
had no outlet but the railroads running East, 
and these were sometimes pooled and subsi- 
dized insuch a way asto practically preclude 
shipments ataprotit. But now comes Capt. 
Eads, who opens the mouth of the Mississippi 
and gives a highway to the seas. There 
are two reutes to-day trom St. Louis to Liver- 
pool; the one by New York, the other by New 
Orleans. What has been the consequence? 
It is that freights by railto the East from St. 
Louis have been reduced to a reasonable 
standard. The shipments by therivertor ex- 
port have not been as great probably as was 
expected, but the advantage has been felt 
equally as much asifthe grain had gone that 
way. But, whichever way most of the 
grain goesfrom here to Europe—whether by 
New Orleans orfNew York—

to the situation, and wilikeepit. Grainis now 
carried from here to New Orleans for 5% cents 
afbushel, and can be put on the steamers there 
at a total cost of not exceeding 8 cents a 
bushel. The usual rate by rail from 
here to New’ York is 29 cents 
a hundred, or about 17 cents a bushel, so that 
there is a difference between the cost ot ship- 
pingto New York and New Orleans of fullv 9 
cents a bushel, but this is equalized by the 
greater cost of ocean freight from New Orleans 
to Liverpool than from New York to Liverpool. 
The Uifference in the cost of shipping from 
St. Lovis to Liverpoolis not very greatly in 
favor of either of the two routes, 
but the advantage isin having one to stand 
against the other and prevent any extortionary 
rates. Asa shipping warket, therefore, St. 
Louis may be said to be secure against al! dan- 
ger, andto have an equal chance with any 
otber marketin the United States. With an 
equal chance of outlet, what more could be 
desired? The regions ot supply are countless. 
The Mississippi Valiey is the richest grain 
growing country on the globe, and St. Louis is 
the central and commanding point in that 
mighty region. 

With the growth of the market here come 
many facilities and improvements. The rail- 
roads running East are more generous in their 
freight eharges, to which they have been com. 
pelled by the opening of the water way to the 
Gulf, and so are the railroads bringing the 
grain into 8t. Louis more reasonable in their 
rates. There bas been less complaint on the 
part of St. Louis merchants this summer about 
the shipment by consignment from the coun- 
try than ever betore. The railroads are be- 
ginning to discover that St. Louis is destined 
to be a great market, and that it is well to 
cultivate her patronage. Nearly, if not quite 
all the roads running into St. Louis are now 
working for the interests of St. Louis and not 
for those of some rival city. For instance. 
the Kansas City and Northern folks 
say to the merchants here, ‘*‘We 
want to bring the grain from Northwest Mis- 
souri to St. Louis,and we will give you any fig- 
ure that will induce it to cems nere in 
preterence toChicago.’’ But the railroads are 
not only more reasonable in their charges for 
transportation, but they are better prevarod 
and more disposed to promptly furnis 
cars calledg for. here is not a market in 
the country where wheat is handled with the 
promptness it is here. 

TO ILLUSTRATE, 

on the 6th inst., a firm at Litchfield, Lllinois, 
shipped eight cars otf wheat to a commission 
house in this city. The cars were heré on the 
morning ofthe 7th. The wheat was put into 
the elevator and sold on Change by 12 o’clock, 
and the same evening the avcount sales were 
sent tothe Litcnfield firm. So that on the 
morning of the 8th wr received the complete 
return and had closed the transaction.

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A DRY CANAL. 


How an Tfllinois Man Proposes to Take Ves- 
sels Across the Isthmus of Panama and 
Revolutionize the Commerce of the World. 


[From the Moline (Ill.) Dispatch. j 
We were to-day permitted to inspect the 
drawings and working models of a new inven- 
tion, the aim of which is a solution of the long- 
standing problem of a ship canal trom ocean tu 
ocean, across the Central American Isthmus. 
We were much struck with the simplicity of 


the means embodied in this invention, which 
isthe result of years of study on the part of 
Mr. Toeliner, who by education and associa- 
tion is familiar with marine engineering and 
construction. Of its practicability he, and otn- 
ers qualified to judge who have examined it, 
have no doubt; andthe necessary steps to se- 
cure letters patent have been taken. 

The invention, in brief, contemplates the 
construction over the isthmus of what may be 
termed a dry canal, intheform of a letter V, 
but baving a narrow, flat base,which, with the 
sides, is constructed of masonry and lined 
with steel, with a layer of rubber between. 
This canal is of width sufficient to receive the 
largest vessel, and at each end of the route 
slopes gentiy intothe sea. In this canal, or 
channel, is what he calls a movable dry-dock, 
constructed of steel, built in sections conform 
ing in shape to the channel, and supported at 
the base and sides upon a multitucte of small 
rollers, similarin principal to the skate roller. 
Ot these rollers his plan calls for over 18,000. 

The movable cockisto be sunk under the 
water; the vessel to be transported is floated 
into it; the bull is supported evenly in the dock 
by hundreds of air-bags inflated by a powerful 
air pump; by rubber wedges, and by wooden 
stays. Iitisthen drawn up the incline by sta- 
tionary engines, andthence across the isth- 
mus by powerful locomotives running upon 
tracks laid alongside thecanal. Tnese are the 
principal points involved; there are hundreds 


ot others—matters of detail—of which 
it is not necessary to speak. 
Mr. Toeliner estimates the cost of the Nica- 


ragua canal, built on this plan, at $20,000,000 
to $40,000,000. Asthis plan admits of casy 
grades, uvoiding locks with their expense and 
delay, itis believed that it can be built and 
operated more cheap!y than any other system 
of marine transportation, excepting onlv a 
water canal through lowland country, while it 
is adapted to any cuse or any place where it is 
desired to move floating craft from one water 
to another, to overcome rapids and other ob- 
structions.

Habits and Surroundings of the Author of 
‘Notre Dame de Paris.” 


[From the Parisian. ] 

Victor Hugo's admirers are composed of the 
masaes, the women, andthe great celebrities 
of France; bis detractors are to be found among 
those journalists wnose god is Voltaire, in tne 
middle classes, and also among ali those who 
have not read his works. We will not mention 
bis enemies and his rivals. for these, above all 
others. admire him; the proof of it is that they 
hate him, and we do not hate people for noth- 
ing. He who bas produced such chefs d’@uvre 
as ‘‘Les Orientales,’’ ‘‘Lee Feuilles d’ Anu- 
tomne,’’ ‘‘Les Chants du Crepuscule,’’ 
‘*Les Voix interieures,’’ ‘*Les Ray- 
ons et les Ombres,’’ ‘*Le Der- 
nier Jour d’un Condamne,’’ ‘‘Notre Dame 
de Paris,’’ etc,, is, whatever those who do not 
know the mun may say, indulgent, simple, 
hospitable to all, and a most amiable host, de- 
void of pretension. A clever and charming 
conversationalist, he delights in bringing out 
the wit of others, and there is no memory bet- 
terinformed und more taithful than his tor 
encouraging the works of those who aspire to 
a shadow of the celebrity of the master. 

It may not prove uninteresting to our readers 
to be initiated into the interior arrangement, 
recently completed, of the little house In the 
Avenue d’Eylau; these details have deen corn- 
municated to us by a near triend of the family. 
Atthe entrance there is a landing-place, but 
no ante-chamber. On the righta library,where 
there arono books, and which was used as a 
dining-room during the installation; two Jap- 
anese screens are placed on each side of the 
fireplace. The dining-room, very guy-looking, 
opens upon the garden, and through the glass 
door you hearthe splashing of- fountains and 
see the thick foliage of trees. On the walls are 
pictures of the Rembrandt school, and on the 
verandah, which opens out of the room, is the 
magnificent bust of Victor Hugo, by David 
D’ Angers, destined for the poet’s little grand- 
daughter, Jeanne,the child of Mr. Chas. Hugo. 
The bustis crowned with laurels, which the 
modesty of 

THE GREAT POET 
has led him to conceal under other ornaments. 
On the verandah isalso a large photograph, 
representing the bas-relief by Kude of ‘‘ Le De- 
part,’’ on the Arc de Triomphe de Il’ Etolie. In 
the dining-room isalarge oblong taple, like 
those of the antique banquets. at which the 
places are distributed as follows: At one end 
the master; at the ogher his grandchildren, 


Jeanne and Georges; Mme. G. Drouet, an old 
friend ot the house, sits in the middle and De- 
tween the two guests. There is no absolute 
rule for the invitations, but by a sort of tacit 
understanding Sunday is reserved for the tam- 
ilvand friends of many years’ standing: Thurs- 
day for men of letters and Saturday for politi- 
cians, although this division is not strict. A 
dinner is served every day tor tweive persons, 
at which abundance and comfort and the usu- 
al quiet luxury of ‘tia grande bourgeoisie’’ 
nuiwuysreign. These dinners are composed of 
soun. fish, two entrees, two roasts, 
and vegetables, served, after the 
English fashion, attbe same time as the en- 
trees andthe roasts. Theservice at table is 
always done by females—rather slowly; wines 
of Bordeaux vintages, sometimes champagne, 
and otten Madeira, aredrunk. At midnighta 
collation of truits, cakes, ices, etc., is served. 
The following 1s the list of the guests at one of 
these dinners: Victor Hugo, seated between 
Mme. Renan and Mme. Henri de Lacretelle, 
Mme. Lockroy, Judith Gauthier, Renan, Tony 
Revillon, Henri de Lacietelle, Messrs. Drouet, 
Meurice, Vacquerie. Lockroy (now the hus- 
band of Mme. Ch. Hugo). and the children, 
Another dinner party, Victor Hugo, Louis 
Biane, Schoelcher, Peyrat, Negrosd-Dorian, 
Ferrouillat, Gen. Wimpfen, M. and Mme. Al- 
lain-Targe, Henri Martin. Another party, 
Gambetta, Spuller, M. and Mme. Sepa, of the 
Rappel, Bardoux, Deschanel, Noel Parfait, De 
Maicere, Jourde, of the Siecle, E. de Girardin. 
Another: Paul de Saint-Victor, Arsene Hous 
saye, Herri Houssaye, Texier, M. and Mme. 
beowes—in fact, the cream of political and lit- 
erary notabilities. Coffee is taken at table, 
hut no cigars; those who wish to smoke zo into 
the garden. Victor Hugo is always the last 
served at table. The repast lasts trom about 
8 till 10 o’clock, ratber tov long—for the other 
guests who are waitingin thesalon. The de- 
jeuner is served at 12:30 or 1 o’clock—a simple 
meal, eaten by the tamily circle alone. 

THE SALON 
is hung with red silk, bordered with yellow 
bands. Over the fire-place isa Venetian look- 
ing-glass, Venetian brackets,and the chandelier 
ia also old Venetian, with colored arms. Upon 
aclock, inthe middie ot the mantelpiece, is 
placed a Japanese elephant, with his fighting 
castle. The body ofthe elephantis of gilded 
bronze, with his trunk raised in the air. An old 
piece of furniture, inlaid with steel, a Louis; 
XV. clock, representing Time and his scythe, a 
sofa and chairs, in velvet ‘and silk, complete 
the furniture of the room, the ensembie of 
which conveys animpression of luxury together 
with ataste for the beautiful things of art. 
Mme. J. Drouet’s customary place is upon the 
sofa to the left of the fire-place, and here she 
holds, as it were, her private reception, while 
the master occupies the sofa on the other side, 
and is always to be found in _ that 
portion of the room, standing or 
sitting. Extremely courteous with ladies, 
he kisses their band when be salutes 
them, is very spiritualistic, and every evening 
discourses upon the immortality of the soul. 
Once, at least, in the course of the evening he 
feels the necessity of speaking upon religion 
and on the ideal; he is also very fona of 
anecdote, tells astory admirably it alittle slow- 
ly, and possesses a wonderful memory which 
never by any chance tails him. Beyond the 
saloon is a smaller room, hung in splendia 
Cordova Jeather. The bed-room and dressing- 
room of the poet areonthe first floor. The 
garden is charming, with fine trees, and the 
kitchen large and comfortable, leaving noth- 
ing to bedesired. M. ana Mme. Lockroy in- 
habit a small house next door, and communi- 
cating with that otf the poet. 

Victor Hugo has given up hydropathy. Every 
day, in fine or bad weather, he goes out for a 
long ride for three. or four hours on the imper- 
iale of some omnibus, a mode of locomotion 
which he maintains to be necessary for the cir- 
culation of his thoughts. The fortune he has 
acquired is considerable, and whatever his 
enemies may sav, he makes a generous use of 
it, he himseif living mestsimply. I¢1s said 
that§‘‘Les Miserubles’’ brought him 500,000 
francs. Heisso accessibleto all that he not 
unfrequently leaves atable of pleasant gucsts 
to receive some visitor orother. One thing, 
however, he does not like, and thatis to open 
his correspondence; as he receives about 100 
letters a day that care devolves upon his secre- 
tary. Among the visitors to the little hotel in 
the Avenue da@’Eylau aro many young poets, 
who naturally come there to revere the taas- 
ter; many strangers also come, and we know 
of several beautiful American ladies whos» cu- 
riosity has been met with the most ami.ablo 
courtesy. Victor Hugo is somewhat 

FOND OF PLAISANTERIB. 
Punning, ‘‘cette dejection del e’ sprit qui vole’’ (an 
expression which belongs tu him), was former- 
ly much eultivated by him in improvised verse, 
but nowadays he has almost entirely given up 
this amusement. Mis two grandchildren, both 
beautiful and intelligent, are inflnitely dear to 


him, but Petite Jeanne, as he calls her, has 
perbaps the largest share of her grandfather's 
affections. His two dearest friends are Paul 
Meurice and Auguste Vacquerie, and one ot 
his tavoriteif unreasonavie desires would be 
tosee the role of Triboulet in ‘*‘Le Roi 
s’amuse,’’ played alternately by Got and Co- 
guelin. Itis probable, however, that the 
amour propre of these artists would not 
permit them to lend themselves to the 
satisfaction of this caprice. Many have been 
the discussions of the relative aptitude of each 
of these actors for the role in question. Paul 
Meurice is firmly in favor of Got and would 
wish to see Coguelin as Don Cesar de Bazan. 
Victor Hugo never goes to see pieces except at 
the general rehearsal; he has not even seen 
‘*Ruy Blas’’ at the Comedie-Francaiss. ‘I 
have just kissed the hand of a Queen,’’ said 
he, on his return trom a rehearsal of ‘‘Ruy 
Blas,’’ where he had kissed the hand of Sara 
Bernhardt. Heis more indulgent than any 
of the dramatic authors, saving at the same 
time, with a gentle simile, ‘‘that he was less so 
in days gone by.’’ 

We have said that Victor Hugo likes to speak 
of the immortality of the soul, and we may add 
that all his works tend to demonstrate to us 
his belief. This discovery of beauty in the 
most hideoua monstrosities and the search after 
the divine pearl ineverv human dung-heap 13 
a@ generous and sublime work. Far from de- 
spising these miserable beings whom crime, 
shame and ridicule have proscribed, he teaches 
us to take compassion on them as on victims 
instead of pursuing them as outcasts, and, 
when he perceives anything about to burst 
trom the lips upon backsliders, he cails to us: 
** Pass on in silence, pity and respect; God is 
there!’’ One day somebody in his presence 
asked a philosopher if he _ beiieved 
in the immortality ot the soul. 
‘*That depends,’’ replied tne pamecepser, 
and asthe company did not seem to understan 
this wittily-impious reply, he continued: I 
frankly admit that Ido not believe in the im- 
mortality of all souls; there are many people in 
this world: who have no necessity to be immor-

He 
is the only President, excepting rierce,"whose 
hair had unde: gone no change in color. 

The hair of Jobn Quincy Adams is somewhat 
peculiar, being coarse and a yellowish-gray in 
color. 

The hair of General Jackson is almosta per- 
fect white, but coarse in its character,as might 
be supposed by those who have examined the 
portraits of the old hero. 

The hair of Van Burenis white and smooth 
in appearance. 

The hair of Gen. Harrison is a fine white, 
with a slight admixture of black.

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"BLUE LAWS” REVIVED. 


Excitement in Connecticut Over a Threat- 
ened Attempt to Enforce Them. 


Steamboats Forbidden to Ply on Sunday—A 
Legal Battle Imminent. 


{By Telegraph to the New York Herald. } 

NorwicuH, Conn., August 3.—Connectiéut, 
**the land of wooden nutmegs and of steady 
habits,’’ is again threatened with something 
that bids fair to create a good deal of excite- 
ment. Indeed, itis farenough advanced al- 
ready to be the town talk in both the cities on 
the Thames. That the tyrannical laws of 1702 
should still remain valid as statutes of to-day 
is a fact which, withoutdoubt, will surprise 
many. ‘The custom for years, well known in 


this State, has been to permit the running of 

horse-cars, trains, steamboats and carriages 

on the Sabbath day. Noone has questioned 
the right of the proprietors to do this, al- 
Feongh really it was adirect violation of the 
aw. 

A few davs ago some ofthe more enthusi- 
astic reformers ip this city, and among the 
foremost may be mentioned the names of the 
Rev. Dr. Bakern, pastor of Park Church,the 
Rev. Hugh Montgomery, and Dr. Chamber- 
Jain, have circulated a petition request- 
ing the authorities to stop the Sun- 
day boats from running. Accordingly the fol- 
lowing notice was served on the largest com- 


’ ‘To TUE PRESIDENT, DIRECTORS AND OF- 
FICERS OF THE NORWICH, NEW LONDON & 
WatTcuH HILL STEAMBOAT COMPANY—Gen- 
tlemen: ‘The Sunday excursions of your 
boats are in violationof law. Complaint has 
formally been made to me, andif the of- 
fense 1s repeated it will be my duty to pro- 
ceed against the proprietors and managers, as 
well as ayainst the passengers of the boat. 
There muy be differences of opinion as to the 

observance of the Sabbath, but there can be 
none as to’the law or as to my duty inthe mat- 
ter when formal complaint bas been made:

A Herald reporter visited the managers of 
the line last night, and was informed that the 
Sunday excursien would be made as usual! on 
next Sabbath. What had provoked the 
abeve Was not known to the officers. All the 
excursionists this year had been quiet and or- 
derly, no liquor is sold on board the boats, 
anda great number of their patrons are 
church members themselves. One thing 
which prompted the petition, it is thought, 
is that Mr. Montgomery, one of the foremost 
leaders of prohibition, received an adver- 
tisement of an excursion two ago weeks with 
the word ‘*lager’’ written across the back. 
This aroused him and he immediately advised 
all churchmen to puta stop to this Sunday 
business. <A season pass had been presented 
to himself and family by the managers, and 
he told bis congregation that he should use it 
no more forever. The advertisement was sent 
to him by some wag, probably, as the boat of- 
ficers knew nothing about it, nor about the 
*‘lager’’ which was mentioned on the back of 


t. 

E. A. Bill, manager of the Fisher’s Island 
Line, has not received any legal notice of this 
enforcement of the law as yet, and will‘con- 
tinue to run his boats as before if the public 
patropage warrants Lim in doing so. He in- 
tends to run them next Sunday. 

The boat companies, if pushed, promise to 
make @egzal work lively in this city and in New 
London in testing the taw to its fullest extent. 
Horse-car companies, livery stables, railroads 
and **bus’’ lines will be required to come up 
tothe ‘*Liue-law’’ standard if prosecutions are 
begun. A Herald reporter visited some of 
the railroad men and found that it was their 
Opinicn that such an attempt to interfere with 
public and private travel would not be re- 
garded. The public sentiment of to-day 
would not approve or maintain such action. 
The manager of the Adams Express Company 
considered the law as obsolete. ‘ If,’’ said 
he, **the temperance people carry out or at- 
tempt to carry out such measures, they will 
lose the sympatby and votes of the laboring 
classes.’’ 

The President of the Reform Club was 
asked his opinion: inthe matter. He thought 
something should be done as the country was 
fast going to the devil. Everything should 
be stopped and everything shut up excepting 
the churches on the Sabbath. 

Several attempts have been made to repeal 
the ‘*blue laws,’’ andin the State Senate two 
years ago a Preston gentleman cast 
the deciding vote in favor of continuing them. 
Unger the Sunday clause every passenger is 
liable to a fine of # on any boat in the State, 
but, to witness the restilt of the threatened 
enforcement, many no doubt will go out of 
curiosity. A person has no right to walk out 
on Sunday other thanto church, no right to 
drive a team, and three persons assembled on 
the street in secular conversation are liable to 
arrest.

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For severa! years past Europe has suffered 
an economical crisis, and Englard and (Cer- 
many especially are suffering from depres- 
sion of agriculture. The-grain trade of those 
two countries is destroyed by the competition 
of Russia and more immediately by that of 
the United States. In Germany, to assist the 
interests of agriculture a hich tariffis resort- 
ed to; but Bismarck, though a shrewd diplo- 
matist, is a poor economist. It is plain that 
in order to protect German grain raisers from 
competition it would be necessary to raise the 
tariff so high chat Germany would be threat- 
ened with great suffering and serious dis- 
turbances. England, on tbe contrary, ap- 
prehends the real causes ~ well as the reme- 
dies of the agricultural depression. Lord 
Beaconsfield in Parliament openly denounced 
protectionism, Government interference, and 
all artificial measures; and Lord Derby, one 
of the largest land owners in England, al- 
leged that success of agriculture depends 
upon the prosperity of the farmers, that the 
rent question must be examined, and that, in 
view of foreign competition, the landlords 
must seek to increase the productiveness of 
the land by putting their money into it. 

But while Europe is trying to find out how 
to secure the improvement of its economical 
situation, the United States is becoming the 
real master of the European market. Ameri- 
can farmers have immensely increased the 
area of fertile soil by cultivating former wil- 
dernesses; American manufacturers continue 
to supply the farmers with improved farming 
machines and implements; the Americans pos- 
sess cheap and rapid ways of transportation. 
Besides grain, they suppiy the market not only 
with cattle, but also with fresh preserved 
meat, for which there is already a fair de- 
mand. 

Russian agriculturists must look closely 
after their interests in the grain market lest 
the Yankee supplant us there. We hope that 
the committee appointed by the Czar’s Goy- 
ernment will succeed in discovering the con- 
ditions under which we can compete with the 
United States inthe European grain market.

A STEERABLE BALLOON. 


Test of an Aerial Machine, With Propelling 
Apparatus and a Rudder. 


A Satisfactory Voyage Over Low- 
er Canada. 


[New York 8un Correspondence. | 

ST. HYACINTHE, QUEBEC, August 3.—The 
trial of Cowan & Page’s aerial steering ap- 
paratus in the voyage of the monster balloon 
Canada last evening was practically atriumph. 
The steering apparatus consists of two paddle- 
wheels, turned by means of a crank, 
and can be turned at will in 
any direction so as to propel the  bal- 
loon wherever the balloonist desires, pro- 
viding the wind is light. The paddles act pre- 
cisely the same way as an oar, the machinery 
being so constructed that each paddle, after it 
has taken the stroke or propelling motion, 
feathers, thus presenting no opposition to the 


wind until the upper half-circle of the revolu- 
tion has been described. 

Witha view of effecting a good ascent yes- 
terday, the Montreal Gas Company had made 
a light gas especiaily for the purpose. At 5:45 
p.m. Prof. Grimiey, the inventors of the 
apparatus, Messrs. R. W. Gowan and Chas. 
Page, your correspondent and two other re- 
porters entered the car with fifteen bags of 
ballast, and started on their voyage, heartily 
cheered by the thousands assembled in the 
Shamrock and Lacrosse grounds in Montreal. 
The balloon rose gracefully, and in threo min- 
utes was 1,500 feet from the surface, and sail- 
ing at the rate of twenty-five miles an 
hour in an easterly direction. The beautiful 
City of Montreal seemed to pass under us like 
a dissolving view. Thecheers of the popu- 
lace, who were out en masse, were soon lulled 
in the distance, and, as one looked uround 
over avista of thirty miles, the features of the 
fine country spread out beneath us were very 
plainly marked. In the far West the suo was 
shining with all the brillianey of the tropics, 
and the Ottawa River and its tributaries glis- 
tened like silver. The sun shone full 
upon the _ balloon, and = = raised =i the 
thermometer to & degrees, and there 
it was stationary for fuil thirty min- 
utes, during which period the balloon slowly 
emitted about 800 feet of gas. In the south- 
west and directly under our feet, every rock 
and shoal in the St. Lawrence was plainly vis- 
ible. Mount Royal, to the north, seemed only 
slightly raised above the city; every feature 
in its uneven and heavily-wooded slopes was 
plainly marked. Still farther,the River Jesus 
and the back river tributaries of the Ottawa 
glistened like silver sheen as they plowed 
along their rocky bed to join the St. Lawrence 
at De Lisle, some eighteen miles below the 
city. 

THE COURSE, 
vf the St. Lawrence from above Beauharnois, 
wake St. Louis, to Lavaltrie, a distance of 
thirty miles either way, with the many vil- 
lages smiling on its banks dotting the sur- 
rounding eountry, was as plainly in view as 
though laid out on a map. 

Our attention was diverted from the scene 
by the sharp, jolly voice of the Professor, and 
the rcquest of Mr. Cowan to proceed with the 
objeet for which the ascension was made. Mr. 
Page thereupon took his position atthe crank, 
and, assisted by the reporters, changed the 
direction of the paddle-wheels, and turned 
them at the willof Mr. Cowan, another re- 
porter having charge of the rudder, which had 
been rigged astern. The order was given to 
de:eend. Round went the paddles, and down 
glided the balloon, falling at the rate of 1,600 
feettotheminute. The crank wasjthen re- 
versed, and, under alike efforton the part of 
the human motors. the balloon rose 1,200 feet 
to the minute, thus registering the highest a!- 
titude of the trip—s, 700 feet. From this height 
the outline of the island of Montreal was 
plainiy distinguished, as also the course of 
the St. Lawrence, the Richelieu and the Ya- 
maskaandtbe St. Jude Rivers, and other 
smatler streams. 

At this point one of the reporters expressed 
adesireto descend, and if possible retura 
home by rail. ‘The Professor thought it pos- 
sible to discharge the passenger and afterward 
continue the journey. Accordingly he lower- 
ed the balloon. As we descended to within 
400 feet of the earth a change of wind altered 
our course to the eastward, and we bowled 
along over farm after farm at thirty miles an 
hour. Before the course of the balloon was 
sufticiently checked to admit of any further 
descent a forest loomed up, extending as far 
asthe eve could reach. and of from ten to 
twenty miles in width. To steer clear of this 
forest 2nd drop in tne first clearing practica- 
ble afforded a good opportunity for thorough- 
ly testing the paddles. The rudder was put 
hard suport, the paddles were worked effect- 
ively by three men, and the forest was cleared. 

At this time we were traveling at the rate 
of twenty-five miles an hour. As we failed 
to strike anything larger than a hamlet, we 
continued on without stopping, testing the 
efficiency of the paddles in other directions, 
and the experiments we thus made proved the 


on 


| usefulness of the invention. 


After we left St. Hilaire behind we success- 
ively passed the picturesque villages of St. 
Madeleine, La Presentation and St. Jude. 
where Grimley landed on the 21st of June,aad 
then we sailed on over St. Louis to St. Aime, 
where a favorable opportunity to land present- 
ed itself. The balloon was lowered to within 
less than 100 feet of the ground and the aachor 
was thrown out. 

THE WIND 

which had lulled to fifteen miles an hour dur- 
ring our progress through the opening, sud- 
denly increased to twenty-five miles an hour, 
and the anchor would not hold in the sandy 
ground, but cut through trees and through 
fences and all things else it came in contact 
with. ‘lo make matters worse for those who 
wished to descond. a number of only partially- 
cleared farms bove in sight, and, as the an- 
chor could not hold in the soil, it was deemed 
necessary to collapse the balloon by means of 
the rip-line, acord sewn upw ard for some 
distance on her inside, below the crown, from 
which it hangs down and passes through the 
funnel. As the monster descended, the 
Professor, with his full weight bearing upon 
the escape-valve, ordered every one to hoid 
on tight. No sooner was the order obeyed 
than the balloon swooped tothe ground, and 
the sharp bow of the car struck heavily ina 
field, making us all stagger, and mixing up 
jegs and bodies generally. The balloon again 
rose, and, barely clearing a fence, dropped in 
the next field. Now was the time for the rip- 
line. As the balloon again careened to rise, 
the Professor pulled theline. The balloon 
was heard to slit, the car stood almost mo- 
tionless in the face of a brisk breeze, andina 
little less than seven minutes the balloon was 
spread flat on the grass. Time, 8:20 p. m. 

Returning to St. Aime in the morni ng, I 
came to this city. Grimley, Cowan and the 
balloon will reach Montreal via Yamaska and 
Sorel on Saturday morning. 

The balloon carried on this trip 2,350 
,0unds, distributed as follows: Ballast.490; 
coieen and netting, 650; car, 400; siX persons 
and fixings, 900. There was 165 pounds of 
ballastto spare on landing. The balloon is 
70,000 feet in capacity, and is the largest in 
America. 

A number of gentlemen from Brook- 
lyn have examined the invention with a 
view to having the experiments made in New 
York.

Change of Faith by a Jesuit 
Priest. 


A Woman Said to be the Cause of His 
Perversion. 


Interview With the Provincial of the 
Jesuits. 


The Rey. Theophilus Van de Moortel,a priest 
end a member of the Society of Jesus, hasbeen 
attached to the Church of the Holy Family, on 
West Twelfth street, in Chicago, 
a professor of Literature in St. Ignatius Col- 
jege. 
of life, athorough and accomplished scholar, 
and about thirty-five years of age. He 
native of one of the provinces of Holland or 
Belgium, and has been a meinber of the Order 
of Jesuits for eighteen yeurs. Like a number 
of other Jesuits he has been doing missionary 
work, for which his powerful eloquence fitted 
him thoroughly. 

While rccently engaged on one of these ails- 
sions beyond Chicago he was summoned by his 
sup¢eriortoreturntothe city, and the rever- 
end gentieman obeyed the order so far as re- 
turning to Chicago. but on his arrival here 
went to the house of Canon Kuowles, the 
priest in charge of the Pro- 
testaut Episcepal Cathedral, with 
whom he had a persoual acquaintance, From 
there he wrote a letter to the head of the Jesuit 
Oiderin that city, announcing his abandon 
ment of the society and of the Roman Catholie 
Church, and his. purpose to devote himself to 
the service of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. This occurred some two weeks ago, 
since which time he has continued to reside at 
the house of Cauon Knowles. Thursday last,a 
week ago, be received some mivor orders in 
the Episcopal Church from Bishop McLaren, 
but, owing tothe canons of that church, can 
not be permitted to exercise the priestly func 
tions until after a probatioauury communion of 
Six months. 

A reporter of the PosT-DISPATCH called first 
on Bishop Ryan for sume _ information 
in regard to this defection from 
the ranks of the church. That 
prelate, however, had only learned of the 
apostacy at Roon to-day and was possessed of 
no additional information.

James Faires, a Fugitive From Justice in 
Three States, Sued for Divorce. 


The only suit filedin the Circuit Court this 
morning was a petition for divorce by Susan P. 
Faires from her husband, James O. Faires, 

The petition is a long one, and contains alle- 
gations of brutality and crime enough to make 
the plea a most reasonable one if all the charges 
can be substantiated. 

The parties were married in St. Clair county, 
Ill., August 28, 1873,and lived together peace- 
ably enough until after they moved to Texas, 
at Melissa,inwbich State the defendant 
shot at his wife after beating 
her and barely missed taking her life.
